■ Farmer cleared of murder 
conspiracy charges

A Cremona man charged last 
year for conspiracy to commit 
murder, has been acquitted by a 
Red Deer court 

Peter Wesley David. 58. was 
charged last March after police 
supposedly uncovered a plot to 
hire a hit man to kill Airdrie 
businessman Richard Fcrbcr 
David and Ferber had been in¬ 
volved in a long standing dis¬ 
pute which culminated in 
Ferber's arrest in May 1993 for 
uttering death threats Fcrbcr, 
who was convicted of murder¬ 
ing his estranged wife in 1985. 
spent several months in jail until 
the charges were dropped by a 
Didsbury Provincial Court judge 
because David refused to tes¬ 
tify David was later charged 
with public mischief by Dids¬ 
bury RCMP 

But David said the reason he 
refused to testify' was because 
threats had been made against 
his grandson 

“Just little while before all 
this started by grandson had an 
accident and was in the hospi¬ 
tal,” David said in an interview 
with the Review. “For a while 
all he could move was his eyes 
and I was really worried about 
him ” 


David said after the incident 
with Ferber over the death threats 
was settled, police supposedly 
taped a conversation he had with 
an acquaintance from which the 
charges stemmed 

Mitchell Stevenson. David’s 
lawyer said David was acquit¬ 
ted because the prosecution did 
not present any evidence which 
suggest David even knew about 
a plot to kill Ferber 

“ It is one of the weakest cases 
1 have ever seen.” Stevenson 
said “The police informant got 
on the stand and testified that 
Mr David had never said any¬ 
thing about wanting to see Fcrbcr 
dead and that no one had ever 
said anything about planning to 
kill Ferber in front of him “ 
David spent five and a half 
months in jail until he was re¬ 
leased to his farm He was forced 
to remain on his farm until the 
trial wrapped up last week 
Now David and his wife 
Dottie arc try ing to pick up the 
pieces of a disastrous two years 
They arc try ing to scrape up the 
cash to pay for the legal fees 
involved in David’s defence and 
put their cattle and horse opera¬ 
tion back into gear 

“It hasn ’ t been an easy time, ’ ’ 
said David’s wife Dottie. 
“We’ve lost a lot but now we 
want to get on with our lives ” 


Towns join forces for

of 1993. Town Councillor Vance 
van Dam said Didsbury is look¬ 
ing for a more equitable funding

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Olds exploring another pool option

Olds Town Council announced 
Friday that it is examining a pool¬ 
building proposal from a private 
company. 

Under the plan. Community Fa¬ 
cility Development Incorporated 
(CFDI) would construct, manage, 
and market the pool A contract 
between Olds and CFDI would gov¬ 
ern the operation of the facility 
The town would back the loan to 
construct the facility and would be 
responsible for any loss in opera¬ 
tions 

"The building is ours" said Coun¬ 
cillor Art Rowland “(It would be) 
run by other people." 

The mam advantage, in coun¬ 
cil's opinion, is that the pool can be 
constructed in a more efficient man¬ 
ner than if the town built it. 

Olds Town Manager, Gary 
Gelech, cited CFDI's claim that the 
company can build and run facili¬ 
ties more economically than mu¬ 
nicipalities tend to Although the 
company has never built a pool 
previously, Gelech said they built 
an arena in Whitecourt which the 
northern town found very satisfac¬ 
tory. There would be more atten¬ 


tion to detail, leading to a greater 
quality of construction Cost-cut¬ 
ting measures could be expected to 
save up to 10 percent in building the 
pool The cost for construction is 
estimated at $3 million 

The CFDI proposal, which was 
presented to the pool building com¬ 
mittee February 14th, is different 
finance-wise from the town's previ¬ 
ous pool construction plan That 
proposal , which would have seen 
the town borrow money and build a 
pool itself, was defeated in a refer¬ 
endum. 


Although the CFDI's plan calls 
for some monetary obligations from 
Olds taxpayers, building commit¬ 
tee chair Glen Llmer said they would 
like to see some money raised 
through community events to lower 
the construction cost. The town 
has a $285,000 reserve available 
from the closure of their outdoor 
pool two years ago and also would 
apply for federal infrastructure 
money if the plan got the go-ahead 
The CFDI pool would be lo¬ 
cated on the southwest side of Olds 
College campus. It would feature a 


25 metre competitive tank, a leisure 
pool, a hot tub, steam room and 
sauna, a waterslidc, and fitness 
centre A restaurant and lounge 
would be built alongside the facil¬ 
ity. Modifications are possible, 
Elmer said 

The building committee said they 
plan to bring the proposal to Olds 
Town Council for consideration If 
council agrees, Elmer said they 
would then begin contract negotia¬ 
tions

Pool opening could impact Didsbury

Didsbury's Recreation Director 
expressed concern that any new 
Olds pool would mean less Olds 
residents swimming at Didsbury's 
swimming facility. 

Ken Luck said that it was "diffi¬ 
cult to say off the top" what effect 
the proposed Olds pool would 
have However, he pointed out 
that Three Hills saw a drop in at¬ 
tendance at their pool when Dids¬ 
bury's was built. He also specu¬ 
lated that if the Olds facility is built, 
the pools at Three Hills and Inmsfail 
would probably lose business as 
well. 

Although an exact percentage 
was not available. Luck said "a great 
number” of Olds residents now use 
the Didsbury pool Crystal Bracken, 
the receptionist at the facility, said 
it would be disappointing if the 
Olds people stopped coming, even 
though she would be glad that Olds 
would get their own pool. 

The Olds proposal calls for a 
waterslide and a restaurant/lodge to 
be built as part of the facility. Would 
Didsbury residents patronize the 
Olds pool if it would be better 9 

Luck feels that price would dic¬ 
tate where people go to swim and 
that Didsbury's is in a more conven¬ 
ient location for its residents 

"An indoor pool is an indoor 
pool", he said. 

Still, Luck admitted that there is 
a limited market for swimming in 
the area The town hopes to recover 
65percent of the revenue it put into 
building the pool and any new fa¬ 
cilities in Olds and Sundre would 
slow efforts to reach that goal

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Calgary woman killed 
in weekend accident

One person is dead and three others had to be treated in hospital 
Sunday after a fatal ear collision near Olds. 

An unidentified 37-year-old Calgary woman was killed instantly 
when her car was struck at an intersection about one and a half miles 
south of Olds 

Olds RCMP said the accident occurred about 11:30 am Sunday 
morning when a 1986 Chevy Blazer heading north, failed to yield at 
a controlled intersection and struck a 1994 Chrysler Intrepid which 
was heading west. 

The driver of the Intrepid was killed on impact Her passenger, a 
three-year-old girl, suffered leg and head injuries. The driver of the 
Blazer, an 18-year-old male from Didsbury, suffered head and other 
injuries. His 17-year-old female passenger suffered broken ribs and 
a broken collarbone, among other injuries. 

RCMP said road conditions were excellent at the time of the 
accident and are continuing to investigate 


Computer program 
raises cost concerns

A proposal to bring in a Quick 
Start program for computer finan¬ 
cial services met stiff opposition 
from Mountain View trustees when 
the school board met in Inmsfail 
last week 

Susan Denischuk, John 
Gnmstead and Dave Derksen ar¬ 
gued that costs could be increased 
by as much as $50,000 under the 
proposal to bring in Bellamy staff 
and rented equipment two weeks 
before the planned deadline to be¬ 
gin financial administration serv¬ 
ices at the new school board 

Red Deer deputy superintend¬ 
ent Peter Darby presented the pro¬ 
posal to install Bellamy hardware 
and software in Chinook’s Edge 
offices by March 31, a full two 
weeks before trustees had expected 
the system to be operating He said 
the early start would help smooth 
the transition of bringing in finan¬ 
cial information from the two 
county offices He said it would 


also give time for new administra¬ 
tion staff to be trained on the sys¬ 
tem The Bellamy system is used by 
50 percent of the municipal gov¬ 
ernment operations in Alberta. The 
County of Red Deer uses the sys¬ 
tem and Mountain View is cur¬ 
rently looking into replacing their 
existing system with Bellamy 
' But Didsbury trustee Dave 
Derksen said he was concerned the 
school board administration was 
rushing to installing the system 
“lam concerned it could cost us 
up to $46,000 extra for this. Why 
don’t we wait until we have our 
own people in place?” 

But Red Deer trustees felt secure 
with the Quick Start recommenda¬ 
tion and argued that the sooner the 
program was started the sooner they 
would be operating independently 
of the county systems 

“Right now we are on contract 
with the counties and that is an 
unknown cost to us,” said Board 
Chairman Earl Kinsella. 

The board voted to go ahead 
with the plan

Chinook’s Edge Regional 
School Division will be forwarding 
a proposal to the Education Minis¬ 
ter next month which sets new elec¬ 
toral boundaries for the jurisdic¬ 
tion 

Carstairs school trustee Susan 
Denischuk said the new boundaries 
better balance population in the area. 

The new boundaries are divided 
by county - five in the County of 
Red Deer and four in the County of 


Mountain View. Trustees from each 
ward were responsible for drawing 
up their own boundaries 

In Mountain View, the county is 
divided up in the west to include 
Sundre, stretching down to a bound¬ 
ary just north of Didsbury Olds 
will stand alone as its own jurisdic¬ 
tion and the town of Didsbury will 
be included in a northern ward with 
rural residents surrounding Olds 
The fourth jurisdiction will stretch 
from the east to west borders of the 
county, to the southern border and 
include Carstairs and Cremona 


Each ward includes just over 5000 
residents 

Red Deer wards were divided to 
include nearly 6000 residents each 

A by-law creating the new elec¬ 
toral boundaries is expected to be 
finalized at the school board’s next 
meeting Red Deer trustees hoped 
to complete the by-law at the last 
meeting but Mountain View trus¬ 
tees said they wanted to bring their 
boundary proposal to area mayors 
before sending it to Edmonton.

1 was handed an interesting article by our esteemed publisher the 
other day by a seasoned newspaper man who now teaches at the 
Ryerson School of Journalism It struck some cords with Gene and 
with me also 

The article suggested weekly, hometown newspapers have fallen 
out of touch with its readers, reporting news like big city dailies, which 
he felt had definitely left its readers behind 

The author, John Miller suggested weeklies should fall back to the 
old style of journalism which made no efforts to be pretty or to report 
the news as the readers would like to see it In other words, Mr Miller 
felt the news should be more about gossipy features than about hard 
news stories 

There were many things about his point ofview which I agreed with 
and many I didn’t First of all, the role of a newspaper is to be about 
the news Perhaps Mr. Miller had forgotten that small communities 
have just as many issues to deal with a larger centres and the 
community needs to be informed about those issues They affect 
everyone and should be reported in an objective manner so readers can 
form their own opinions Second, readers, especially in a community 
as close to a large centre as Didsbury', have grown increasingly 
sophisticated They want easy to read eye pleasing design Not 
necessarily high tech, but not lost in the 70s either 

But he was right about how easy it is for a newspaper to concentrate 
so diligently on the news that they forget about the people who make 
up their community Town's like Didsbury arc still defined by the 
people who live there and since gossip is not always good, it is the 
newspapers job to help set a story straight by presenting the facts 

But we also need to be able to report on the stories we might not 
catch in the RCMP report or at town council The stories about what 
fascinating things our neighbors are doing The stones that are 
important to the community as a whole Those are stories not so easy 
to find 

At the Review, we have changed our format to try and fit in the 
stories which would not be considered newsworthy by a large city

all the wrong reasons For you see in 
the last ten years the percentage of 
Canada's foreign debt has increased 
from 22 percent to 44 percent of 
GDP To make it simple for you, 
what that means is that they set the 
interest rates of this country and 
certainly not those fools in Ottawa 
Right now the Government of 
Canada has to sell $8 billion worth 
of bonds every 10 days just to keep 
this country afloat on its island of 
debt What do you think the govem-

Not long ago, the second most 
important man in the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment, Rod Love, told reporters 
that the curtain comes down June 
15th, 1995 It was a surprisingly 
exact statement about the most radi¬ 
cal program of change in Alberta's 
history, and it says a great deal 
about the legislative session that's 
just getting underway. 

15 months ago, Ralph Klein was 
still throwing about the word revo¬ 
lution, a word he goes out of his way 
to avoid these days, but Rod Love 
says the revolution ...sorry, the 
restructuring is finished in June, 
and Government House Leader 
Stockwell Day says right now it's 
just over halfway done. If you ac¬ 
cept all that, you're ready for the big 
finish 

And it may turn out to be a drama 
in three acts 

One is the Delegated Adminis¬ 
tration Act, and you have to wonder 
what Stockwell Day was thinking 
when he singlehanded breathed life 
back into the controversy surround¬ 
ing it. It used to be called Bill 57, 
and it gave the Alberta Liberals one 
of their very few bright moments in 
1994 

When it was introduced, back in 
the fall. Day called it routine, an act 
to let the private sector streamline 
government It would create del¬ 
egated administrati ve organizations, 
or DAOs, to take over services regu- 
lated by government The organiza¬ 
tion is expected to set it's own fees 
and make it's own regulations, the 
government cites the Alberta Insur¬ 
ance Council as a good example 

The Liberals saw less benign 
possibilities and Bettie Hewes went 
on the attack She charged that it 
gave cabinet ministers the power to 


transfer almost any government 
operation over to any private com¬ 
pany and that it would be impossi¬ 
ble to keep an eye on those compa¬ 
nies As written, the DAOs wouldn't 
be accountable to the Legislature, 
or even the auditor general: they 
would report only to the minister, 
and the Legislative Assembly would 
have to settle for annual reports It 
caught fire with voters, Hewes ad¬ 
ministered the coup de grace in a 
live radio debate with Day, Bill 57 
was yanked, and days later, the Grits 
squandered their momentum in a 
disasterous leadership televote. 

The moment had passed, and the 
government had a good chance of 
passing it in this session without re- 
lgmting the public outcry. Until last 
Thursday. 

That's when reporters at the Leg¬ 
islature learned that Stockwell Day 
had quietly tried an end run Day 
sent out a discussion paper to cer¬ 
tain groups weeks ago, but he didn't 
file a copy with the Legislature li¬ 
brary or with the Premier's office, 
which ensures that reporters and 
opposition MLAs have access to it. 
Finally, last Thursday, it showed up 
in the library, one day before the 
stated deadline for public input It 
was a good warning for reporters 
who come to rely on the regular 
government handout trough, but for 
Day it was a mistake 

Whether the Act is a minor piece 
of housekeeping or a subversion of 
government accountability, it is up 
to voters to decide But had the 
discussion paper been sent through 
the usual channels, it's unlikely that 
the opposition could have recap¬ 
tured public attention with such an 
abstract piece oflegislation Instead, 
the Delegated Administration Act 
dominated a news conference called 
to outlined the government's legis¬ 
lative agenda for the new session, 
and that gives the Liberals a pre¬ 
cious chance to repeat last Decem¬ 
ber's glory days...and regain that 
momentum at the expense of the 
government 

Ralph Klein will kick off the 
session with Bill 1, the Taxpayers 
Protection Act With Liberals and 
Conservatives accusing each other 
of harboring secret plans to intro¬ 
duce a sales tax, it would require 
any government to hold a referen¬ 
dum before imposing a sales tax It 
comes days after a Western Centre

Local opportunity bonds announced

Regulations have been passed to 
allow the provincial government to 
accept proposals for three pilot 
projects using Alberta Local Op¬ 
portunity Bonds 

Local Opportunity Bonds are a 
way for rural communities to get 
directly involved in funding new or 
expanding small businesses in their 
area The bond concept is part of the 
government’s economic develop¬ 
ment strategy Bonds can be issued 
by the Agriculture Financial Serv¬ 
ices Corporation (AFSC) after com¬ 
munity and investor support is in 


place. 

The idea was first suggested 
during the local development ini¬ 
tiative process in 1990. This in¬ 
volved more than 20 public forums 
across Alberta Nearly 800 com¬ 
munity leaders from more than 250 
Alberta communities voiced their 
views and ideas in that process The 
concept was confirmed in Premier 
Ralph Klein’s "Seizing Opportuni¬ 
ties’’ paper in 1993 

"These bonds offer rural com¬ 
munities a way to influence their 
economic future," said Walter 
Paszkowski, Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development Min¬ 


ister, who made the bond announce¬ 
ment "It keeps economic develop¬ 
ment at the grass roots community 
level, where it belongs " 

"I encourage rural communities 
to identity appropriate investment 
opportunities, which may include 
additional value-added processing 
of Alberta products, or tourism, 
forestry or service sector initia¬ 
tives," he said 

Bond purchasers will receive a 
promise from AFSC to repay a por¬ 
tion of the principal in the event of 
a business failure, dependent on the 
level of private eauitv in the busi¬ 
ness That means the promise to 


pay will be 80 percent where equity 
in the business is 25 percent, rising 
to 100 percent where equity in the 
business is 35 percent or more 

Income earned from the bond 
will depend upon the success of the 
project and will not be guaranteed 
by AFSC 

The maximum bond issue will 
be $1 million and individual bond 
purchasers can subscribe for a maxi¬ 
mum of 10 percent of a bond series. 
A Risk Contingency Fund will be 
set up with contributions coming 
from fees charged to the projects

TransAlta buys west 
Didsbury REA

The West Didsbury Rural Elec¬ 
trification Association (REA) has 
been sold to TransAlta Utilities Ltd , 
officials announced Friday. 

TransAlta will purchase the 
REA's assets for $859,762 plus the 
deposit account estimated at 
$613,337. 

The decision to sell the REA 
came during the association's an¬ 
nual meeting in Westcott I Iall Feb¬ 
ruary 9th 

An REA is an independently- 
owned cooperative association 
which owns and manages a fran¬ 
chise area, with TransAlta Utilities 
operating and maintaining these 
systems for the REA 

The sale of the West Didsbury 
REA comes after a year of negotia¬ 
tions between the 454-member REA 
and TransAlta In the end, more 
than 90 percent of the REA mem¬ 
bership voted to accept TransAlta's 
offer 

"We are happy with the sale," 
REA president Neil Youngs said 
Monday 

The distribution of the TransAlta 
purchase will be adjusted based on 
the size of transformer used by the 
customer The deposit account must 
be refunded in equal portions to all 
members 

Under the sale agreement, each 
REA member can choose one of 
three payment options One option 


would see the customer receive a 
cash payment, the amount of which 
would depend on the size of the 
transformer. 

A second option would see cus¬ 
tomers take TransAlta stock in lieu 
of cash payment 

The third option available is a 
TransAlta program called Option 
19 Under that program, customers 
leave their refund with TransAlta 
and the interest earned on the money 
shows up as a credit on the custom¬ 
er's monthly power bill 

Money left in Option 19 can be 
withdrawn by customers at anytime. 

Officials at TransAlta indicate 
customers should get their money 
from the sale sometime before the 
end of June. 

First energized in 1959, the West 
Didsbury REA currently owns 190 
km of line in an area stretching 
roughly from Didsbury in the east to 
Hwy 22 in the west 

The sale of the REA to TransAlta 
was supported by the REA's direc¬ 
tors In a letter to all REA members 
dated Dec 20, 1994, the board of 
directors encouraged members to 
accept the sale 

"The directors believe our Asso¬ 
ciation will no longer be able to 
remain independent," Youngs said 
in the letter The directors cited the 
projected cost of a pole replace¬ 
ment program required within the 
next two years as one reason for 
accepting the offer

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Kobe earthquake affects canola market

While the earthquake in Kobe, 
Japan has been a factor in weaker 
canola and soybean prices, it doesn't 
appear the earthquake will have a 
large effect on canola markets ac¬ 
cording to an Alberta Agriculture 
market analyst 

"Information on damage is 
sketchy, but a U S report says there 
were seven crushing facilities in 


Kobe that accounted for about 20 
percent of Japan's total oilseed 
crushing and 25 percent of its canola 
crush," said A1 Dooley of the mar¬ 
ket analysis and statistics branch 
"The question for the trade is 
how quickly will these facilities be 
back in operation given damage to 
them as well as transportation and 
port facilities," he added "How¬ 
ever, there appears to be unused

Adding mutual funds to your RSP

Including mutual fund invest¬ 
ments in your retirement savings 
plan, or RSP, can be an excellent 
way to boost the long-term growth 
potential of your nest egg. One of 
the best ways to do that is to invest 
a fixed-dollar amount on a regular 
basis; monthly, quarterly or semi¬ 
annually. 

The technique is simple, and 
can be a powerful tool for success¬ 
ful RSP-building. Here's why. 

First, regular periodic invest¬ 
ments, even only a modest amount, 
will provide the discipline you need 
to build your RSP over time and 
will help move you closer to your 
retirement goals. 

Second, when your contribution 


is invested in a mutual fund inside 
your RSP, you can get the benefit of 
a technique called dollar cost aver¬ 
aging - which can lower the aver¬ 
age cost of your investment over 
time. Here's how it works: by in¬ 
vesting an equal dollar amount each 
month, you buy more units for the 
same amount of money when the 
market is down and fewer when the 
market is up. This reduces the av¬ 
erage cost of mutual fund units and 
increases the overall growth poten¬ 
tial of your RSP. Consider this ex¬ 
ample: 

- Jim invests a lump sum of 
$1,200 in a mutual fund when the 
fund's unit price is $ 10. His money 
buys 120 units. 

- on the other hand, Katie in¬ 
vests, just $100 a month in that 
same mutual fund - but she contin¬ 
ues with 11 more $100 investments. 


making one per month. So she, too, 
has invested $1,200. 

Easiest way to add mutual funds: 

- over the year, suppose that the 
mutual fund's unit value fluctuates 
- for four months it's $5, for four 
months it's $ 10 and for four months 
it's $15. 

- at the end of the year, they both 
have invested the same amount of 
money. However, Katie has 147 
units, while Jim has only 120. 

- if the unit value is $10 at the 
end of the year, Katie's RSP is 
worth $1,466. But Jim's is worth 
just $1,200. 

There are other benefits when 
you invest regularly in your RSP, 
rather than waiting for the annual 
deadline Among them: 

- by putting money into your 
RSP on a regular basis, you're not 
as likely to miss it or to "earmark" 


it for other purchases. 

- regular investments made 
throughout the year can earn more 
than a single investment made just 
before the RSP deadline. That's 
because your money has longer to 
grow on a tax-sheltered basis. 


- although regu lar investing does 
not guarantee better returns, it can 
help improve your performance 
over the long-term. 

- some fund companies will let 
you invest as little as $25 per month.

Ongoing activities are usually 
publicized without charge in the 
"Coming Events" or "Community 
Services" sections of newspapers 
or as public service announcements 
on radio and T V The announce¬ 
ments should be short (40 to 50 
words), typewritten and double 
spaced with the contact person's 
name and phone number in the top 
left hand comer. All material should 
be dated and sent in before the me¬ 
dia deadline 

If your event is newsworthy 
enough to merit more extensive 
coverage then you require a press 
release It should answer the 5 W's 
All these answers are vital to the 
editor in deciding on whether or 
how to cover a story. 

All releases should begin with 
the 5 W's at the beginning. The least 
important information should be at 
the end Contact name and phone 
number should be placed the same 
as in an announcement The release 
should be kept to one page of dou¬ 
ble-spaced typing with short sen¬ 
tences. Avoid adjectives End your 
release with "End" or "-30-" Re¬ 
leases should be sent two weeks 
before the deadline date A follow¬ 
up phone call can be made to the 
editor to discuss coverage of the 
event or to answer questions. When 
material you provide is not pub¬ 
lished or broadcast, politely find 
out why - this will help to eliminate 
problems in the future. Next col¬ 
umn - "Advertising" and "Alterna¬ 
tive Publicity Techniques".
